Dr. P. J. Gibbons, of Syracuse. whose 
idea of restoring life to persons shocked 
to apparent death by electricity by means 
of a special apparatus invented by himself 


to produce artificial respiration. says he 


has received permission from Governor 
Flower to experiment on Charles Wilson, 
the murdeier now under sentence of death 
at Auburn state prison. Wilson has al- 
ready consented to the experiment. with 
the understanding that should it bea suc- 
cesa Governor Flower will extend clemen 
ey in his behalf. His electrocution takes 
place next week. Dr. Gibbons said that

The Government Will Let no Opportunity 
Slip to Settle the War Question Be- 
Japan and China—Advice to. 
Papers to Sift the News.

The feature of the Lord Mayor’s ban- 
quet at the Guild hall, London, was the 
prime minister’s speech on the political 
‘situation at homeand abroad. The Brit- 
tsh government had given strong and 
tangible proof of its friendship for Japan 
by concluding the recent comprehensive 
treaty with her, Lord Rosebery said. 
It has also shown its benevolent neutral- 
ity by attempting to promote peace be- 
tween two warring powers. In this deli- 
cate and difficult business the government 
had gone hand in hand with Russia and 
| other interested powers. Although the 
sky was not clear, the government would 


let slip no opportunity to settle the war. | 


(ireat Britain’s relations to Russia were 
most cordial, the ditliculty as to spheres 
of influencein Asia haying been terminat- 
ed. Ifallthe European countries concern- 


ed could only proceed cordially and with- | 


outsuspicion in Asiatic affairs, agreat step 


would be taken to secure the peace of | 


the world. But recently the civilized 


world had bewailed the assassination of | 


the president of a country with which 
England ought to stand 


valry. Now she had to regret the death 
of a great emporer, the master of peace.

The Government wished things 
to remain as they were. It coveted noth- 
ing abroad. It was not worth England's 
while, with interests all over the world, 
to disturb the existing conditions. 


POLITICAL BLOODSHED. 
Two Democrats Quarrel Over the Elec- 
tions In Kentucky.

Sharpe 
being Owens and Traynora Breckenridge 
supporter. They met in front of the 
Leland hotel. Sharpe accused Traynor 
of having voted for Danny, the Pepubii- 
can; Traynor denied it, when Sharpe 
called him a damned liar. Traynor 
struck Sharpe who is badly crippled, as 
the resnit of having been shot in the 
knee during the war. The blow knocked 
Sharpe to the sidewalk, and before he 
could get up, Traynor drew a knife and 
began cutting the old soldier. Pat Too- 
mey, a young friend of Sharpe, rushed to 
his assistanse and knocked Traynor 
down. J.K. Davidson jamped in and 
tried to separate them. Traynor scraim- 
bled to his feet. and apparently trving to 
get away, went down thestreet with two 

pistols in his hands. The marshal turn- 
ed and fired, tha bulletstriking Davidson 
lin the stomach. He died = in 
an hour. Sharpe was taken te 
to the hospital where he is suffering 
greatly and it is more than likelv he will 
die. Traynor was locked up. Davidson 
was a well known distiller. The open- 
ing of the bad feeling between the men 
| dates back some time. On election day, 
John Green, who was Marshal Traynor’s 
deputy, shot and fatally wounded George 
Toowey. a brother of the man who took 
part in the affray. Pat Toowey, Sharpe 
and Davidson came to town to have 
Traynor arrested as an accessory to the 
shooting of Toowev, as the latter is likely 
| to die shortly. Traynor had been arrest- 
ed and released on bond when Sharpe 
met him in front of the hotel. There is 
already a great deal of bad blood between 
the Owens and Breckenridge men, and 
it is feared that this will not be the last 
of the trouble. Green, who shot Toowey, 
was a Breckenridge man, and Toowey an 
Owens follower. Sharpe is closely re- 
lated to Stephen G. Sharpe, ex-treasurer 
of Kentucky. 


A NEEDLE MRSTERY. 


Here is Something That Would Equal a 
Good Fish Story, 

The other day Miss Ida Wheeler, of 
Massena, N. Y., underwent a peculiar 
operation, the result of which was that 
thirty-two pieces of needles were taken 
from her wrist. It appears that one 
evening about two weeks ago Miss 
Wheeler, when about to retire, took hold 
of the pillow and felt something like a 
needle prick her wrist. She dia not 
mind it at the time, but during the night 
the pain grew worse and Dr. Taylor was 
sent for. He took thirty-two pieces of 
needle out of her wrist and these pieces 
measured eighteen inches in all. They 
range all the way from one-quarter to 
three-quarters of an inch in length and 
many of them badly bent. How so 
many could get into a little space on her 
wristiess than two inches square isa 
mystery. An examination of the pillow 
revealed an empty needle case among 
the feathers, and it is possible that while 
asleep Miss Wheeler's wrist came in con- 
tact with the ounch of needles, which 
worked out of the feathers and became 
embedded in her wrist.

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PROF. WIGGIN’S IDEAS. 
He Predicts a Great Earthquake in the 
Eastern States in 1904. 

Prof. E. Stone Wiggins, a scientist. of 
Canada. arrived in New York recently 
during a pouring rain storm. He had 
teen suffering from ill-health for some 
time, and has been granted a lease of ab- 
sence by the Canadian government. While 
there he will discuss the cause of the de- 
luge of Noah's time. 

**T find,’ said he, ‘‘that the deluge was 
exactly as the Book of Genesis says it was, 
and I intend to prove conclusively that 
the writer of that book in the Bible told 
the truth about the deluge being universal 
and not local. 

‘*There is absolutely no truth in Miller's 
accepted theory that it was only a local 
tlood. Perhaps the most interesting of 
my discoveries is the remarkable change 
of climate that has taken place since then 
and I regard the deluge as the greatest 
physical misfortune that ever befel the 
human race. 

**If Miller's theory be true that it oc- 
curred by volcanic action then it may 
|occur again. and may have occurred 
| many ‘times. But the writer of (Genesis 
says it never can occur again, and men- 
tions the rainbow as evidence of the divine 
promise to that effect.’ 

What other investigations bave you 
made ?** Iasked. 

‘*Well, among the most important,”’ he 
' replied, ‘‘are my discoveries in regard to 
Mars. and I intend to show that the theo- 
| ries adopted by astronomers and scientists 
are none of them correct. Mars has an 
atmosphere of great density. The moon 
| also possesses an atmosphere. I will meet 
| the narrow objections brought by scien- 

tists against my theory that Mars is in- 
i habited. You know Iam the originator 
of that theory. It is also asserted that 
the Marsiane cannot see the electric lights 
in our cities because the Sandy Hook hght 
can only be seen a huudred miles. This I 
will also explode. 

‘Prof. Asap Hall, of Washington. dis- 
covered the two satellites of Mars in 1SS7. 
One of these is only seven miles in dia- 
meter. This is equal to seeing a cricket 
ball from New York to Philadelphia: so 
that the Sandy Hook light esuld easily 
he seen on our earth, especially through 
an atmosphere like that of Mars, which 
must enlarge all bodies in the Marsian 
heavens. Even the sun is probably much 
larger to the Marsians than to us.”’ 

‘‘Have you any predictions to 
he was asked.

The only prediction I 
can make is the great earthquake that 
will appear in the eastern states in 1904.

The judge 
says: ‘‘In the course of the present in- 
vestigation facts came to my knowledge 
and also I believe have been submitted to 
Mr. Nespitt, the city council’s counsel, 
which warrant the belief that the corrupt 
acts charged against Ald. Stewart and 
others represent one instance in which 
contractors have had to listen to similar 
dishonest proposals from aldermen. Many 
contracts, it is said, have been secured by 
alarge expenditure of money and this 
money found its way, it is said. into the 
pockets of aldermen who still occupy seats 
in the council and yxse as Virtuous guar- 
dians of the ratepayers’ interests. Ten- 
ders for contract are said to have been re- 
fused because those tendering have de- 
clined to respond satisfactorily to applica- 
tions for money, as considerations tor al- | 
dermanic votes andintiuence. Communi- 
cations have been made to me by reput- 
able citizens stating that attempts to levy 
blackmail were made upon them when 
tendering for civic contracts. In view of | 
all these circumstanees I beg to request 
your council will arm me with wider 
powers to investigate the truth or falsity 
of these various charges made in many 
cases by persons willing to testify that 
there is and has been in the city council 
for some years pasta certain number of 
alderman whcese support or opposition 
have been influenced by bribery and cer- 
rupt considerations.’

As his res- 
pirations were alarmingly feeble, he was, 
given strychnine by hypodermatic injec- 
tion with excellent effect. He fell into 
an apparently normal sleep, from which 
he awoke fours later, conscious, but 
slightly dazed, and feeling as he express- 
ed it, “tired and sore all over.” On my 
visit to the hospital next morning I found 
that he had slept well during the night: 
his temperature was {S8.8, his pulse 72, 
his respiration 1s. He complained of 
pain from a number of severe, burns that 
he received during his contact with the 
wire. These burns were distributed ir- 
regularly in lines over the back, arms, 
and legs, and evidently were caused by 
the intensity of the current, as the cloth- 
ing which covered the affected areas 
showed no signs of having been scorched. | 

On questioning the patient as to the 
nature of the accident, he remembered 
perfectly ali the incidents of his morn- 
ing’s work. After that moment he had 
not the slightest knowledge of what had 
occurred, and did not suffer the least | 
pain unti! heawoke at 6 p. m., as already | 
stated, to. nd himself in bed in the hos- | 
pital. The patient made an excellent re- 
covery.

The Whites of the South Have No Use for 
Them—The Liberian Government Pro- 
mises Aid For all American Colonists 
—Large Numbers to Emigrate. 


The steamship Kansas City, which ar- | 
rived in New York some daysago brought | 


among the passengers twelve negroes, | 
‘old and young, and of both sexes, the | 


advance guard of a large African colon- 
ization scheme now on foot throughout 
several southern states. The plan orig- 
inated early this year in the mind of | 
Bishop Turner, who_ is now travelling | 
through the south. It was formulated | 
and putin shape by Jere McMillan a | 
white man of Birmingham, Ala., who 
fonnded what is known as the interna- 
tional immigration societv. The plan of 
the society was not new by any means, 
and this particular scheme seems to have 
hada large following from its inception. 
The society is now eaid to number 4,000. 


bers of a committee appointed by the so- 
ciety to go to Africa and arrange for the 
reception of alarge body of negroes that 
will soon follow. 

President Cheseman of Liberia, it is 
said has promised the colonists land and 
farmingimplements. It is asserted that 
4,000 southern negroes are now congre- 
gated in New Orleans, Mobile, Savannah 
and Charleston ready to start as soon as 
the committee gives the word. 

The tiret big lot, numbering 500, wiil 
leave New York early in December.

CANADA'S REVENUE, 


A Financial “tatement as to The Stand- 
ing of the Dominion. 

The statement of revenue and expen- 
diture will shortly appear in the Can- 
ada Gazette shows receipts for the 
month of October of $2,805,552, compared 
with $3,002.474 last October, a Cecrease 
of $256,022 forthe month. The princi- 
pal decrease was, customs receipts, $172. 
022, and the only increase was the post 
office, $,000, The expenditure for the 
fiscal year to date is $8444.25, compared 
with $8,125,20s for the same period last 
year. The surplus of receipts over ex- 
penditures forthe fiscal vear to date is 
$2.585,201 compared with $4,201,000 for 
the same date last vear. The gross pub- 
lic debt is $510,211,201 compared with 
$300,225,161 last vear, and the net public 
debt is $245,222,745 compared with $259, 
449,282. The increase of public debt | 
during the month of October was $4°4,- | 
1s4 compared with $224,985 for October | 
last vear. The expenditure on capital | 
account up to October 31, 
with $1,563,509 last year.
